TWO LEADERS IMPRISONED., 


At. the Hongkong ” Magistracy on 
Saturday, before Mr.’ E.. D. C. Wolfe, 
three Chinese, alleged tobe leavers of a 
boat-builders’ strike at Ap Li Chau, were 
charged, on remand, with using” threats 
of violence (in company’ with another 
man not. in custedy) to’ workmen, with the 
intention of preventing them. from, carry- 
ing, out their duties: ys 
‘Mr. M, KY Lo prosecuted, and Mr, 
G. BR, Haywood defended ‘ the: firs, two 
accused. ‘ i ‘ : 

It will be remembered‘ that the, defend- 
anty were alleged to have appealed to the 
(Secretary for Chinese Affairs to. make an 
order ‘for an, increase, in their. "wages. 
‘They were, informed that. the masters’ 
had explained that. business was slack and 
.that, therefore, they were unable to grant 
the demand.. The men were advised to 
continue their work, bit were informed’ 
they were absolutely free to follow their 
inclination in the matter. At the sume 
time they were warned ‘that they must 
not deter the other men from working, 
pr the consequences to them would be 
serious. The defendants had a ‘second 
interview with the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs and being dissatisfied, apparently, 
with the redult, strack work the follow- 
"ing day. They prepsed the other work- 
men to follow their example, and those 


1] who declined ‘were threatened. . Fearing 


violence, those. who wished to remain at 
their work, left their emplo; 
‘defendants werc able, thus’ to induce about 
300 men “to” strike thereby dislocating 
work: altogether.: Except in a few cases, 
thd'ten ‘did not return to°work. ° 

“The defénce denied all the allegations. 


‘Tt wag stated that the defendants wore 


‘not near ‘the scene of tho strike’ on 
the day-in ‘question and,’therefore, could 
not have used threats. The trouble was 
thet they were being insufficially paid.
